EDITORIAL 


THE BREAK IN EUROPE 


RUSSIA HAS SLAMMED THE DOOR, BUT REBUILDING THE WEST IS THE WAY TO REOPEN IT 


At some point the break had to come. There 
had to come a break in the postwar roll of Rus- 
sia across Europe. There had to come a break in 
the process of awful disintegration of the Euro- 
pean economy. The break had to come if there 
were still truth and strength in the ideas we 
bundle under the name of Western democracy. 
Those ideas could not permit a return to the 
chill constrictions, brutality and misery of the 
Dark Ages. And that was the direction in which 
Europe was heading. 

It was Secretary of State Marshall who made 
the gamble that this is the time for the break. 
His quict but sensational maneuver—the so- 
called Marshall proposal of June 5—forced Rus- 
sia to disclose the true nature of the deadly 

e she has been playing. It is up to us and to 
all the Western world to absorb this lesson and 
not be kidded out of it by any future Russian 
rinkydink. Further, for Americans it is now 
vital that we resolve our remaining doubts and 
fears and goahead and capitalize on the Marshall 
gamble. 


Cards Down 


Let us review the events leading to what Mo- 
lotoy calls “the division of Europe.” For two 
years Europeans have not only grown hungrier 
but more and more convinced that they were 
caught between the powerful millstones of the 
USS. and the U.S.S.R. They felt detached from 
that West to which they had long ago given 
th. Yet they could not belong to that East 
from which they had always been divided by a 
wall not physical but mental, not of iron but 
of attitudes, traditions, historical experience. 
Europe's aloneness became Europe's despair. 
“Why should we rebuild when we will only be 
blown down again by the battle between Amer- 
ica and Russia, between democrats and Com- 
munists?”’ 

For this plight any man of intelligence and 
goodwill, whether a Russian, a European or an 
American, could prescribe the proper theoreti- 
cal cure. The two colossi of East and West 
should of course get together to remove Eu- 
rope’s fears and. make a friendly effort for 
Europe’s reconstruction. Otherwise Europe 
must choose sides. When Secretary Marshall 
invited the Europeans to get together and as- 
sess their joint needs before asking for further 
aid, he paid gentlemanly tribute to this theoret- 
ical solution. So much so that even Henry Wal- 
lace and Max Lerner had to approve the Mar- 
shall doctrine. But its real importance was in 
its effect on the Europeans. It sparked a more 
energetic response than anything seen in Eu- 
nape since the end of the war. 

‘t startled the Europeans into a reassessment 
of two things: the U.S. position and their own. 
It had been getting so that the U.S. could not 
make the most innocent suggestion about Eu- 
rope’s recovery without stirring up the charge 
of American imperialism. This charge, like one 
of Hitler’s lies, had been repeated so often that 

eople who should know better were affected 
ty it. And even those who had sense enough 
not to believe it made the opposite mistake: 
they leaned too hard on the U.S. 

‘for example when French farmers would sell 
only to the black market, the French govern- 
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ment found it politically easier to spend their 
meager supply of dollars for U.S. food than to 
go after their farmers. There was also a mini- 
mum of mutual aid between the different coun- 
tries of Europe. The fabric of continental trade 
had been raveled by the war and there was little 
real effort to reweave it. Italy used to satisfy 
about 75% of her prewar import requirements 
by swapping around with her neighbors, and 
about 10% of her trade was with the U.S. To- 
day those percentages are almost reversed. Thus 
the U.S. was being called on to supply not the 
net deficiencies of Europe but the gross defi- 
ciency of every European country that could 
make a claim on our aid. No wonder Hoover, 
Vandenberg and Baruch uttered warnings and 
demanded that we count our resources before 
we bleed ourselves white. As they went about 
implementing the vague and grandiose Truman 
Doctrine, even the boys in the State Depart- 
ment referred to the grants to Greece and Tur- 
key as “Operation Rathole.” As Lire pointed 
out (May 26), if Congress was to approve any 
future program of aid to Europe—and Europe 
needs further aid—that program must have 
clearer outlines and a foreseeable end. 

Marshall’s speech made Europe aware of all 
this. Bevin and Bidault met immediately to dis- 
cuss the united response they knew Europe 
must make. And at once they ran up against an 
age-old question: what is Europe? Where are 
its boundaries? Does it stop at the iron curt 
or does it still include Poland and the Balkans? 
Does it perhaps even include (as it did before 
1914) Russia or parts thereof? The eastern pro- 
file of Europe has never been definitely drawn; 
it is partly set in the Russian mind. So Bevin 
and Bidault asked Molotov to come and speak 
the Russian mind. 

What Molotov said was that the eastern 
boundary of Europe is as far 
make it. He wants no part of European recon- 
struction based on unity and on tern aid. 
Since self-preservation is the first law of na- 
ture, Molotov and his Kremlin colleagues 
forced Western Europe to preserve itself by go- 
ing it alone. 


Monkey on the Bear 


The immediate diplomatic results of the Pari 
breakdown are favorable both to Europe and to 
the West. Marshall's gamble has placed one 
monkey squarely on the Bear’s back: the popu- 
lar appeal of Communism throughout hungry 
Western Europe must decline. Molotov has de- 
clared himself against American aid. All the 
Communist propaganda arts will be used to cov- 
er it up, but that’s what the record says. From 
now on Communist-inspired strikes and poli- 
ticking will look more like what they are, sabo- 
tage of recovery. 

Another monkey on the Bear’s back, or rath- 
er a cageful of them, will be the countries of 
Eastern Europe now behind the iron curtain. 
Not only do these countries need U.S. aid most 
desperately but they have also had strong psy- 
chological and economic ties with Western 
Europe. Molotov, on the specious plea of non- 
intervention in their sovereign rights, has tried 
to forbid states from helping each other. It re- 
minds one of de Tocqueville's saying, “A despot 


easily forgives his subjects for not loving him, 
provided they do not love one another.” Nearly 
a hundred years ago Karl Marx observed, “The 
conflict between Russian despotism and West- 
ern democracy seems to be everlasting in the 
Balkans.” These prophetic words will return to 
haunt the followers of Tito and Dimitroy. For 
under any traditional or common-sense arrange- 
ment, the farm surpluses of southeast Europe 
should be traded for Central and Western Eu- 
rope’s manufactured goods. The Russians can 
take the surpluses, but they have little but prop- 
aganda and prisons to give in return, 

Thus if Western Europe can recover and be- 
come productive and eager to buy, it will be- 
come a magnet, acting on the needs and men:- 
ories of the people behind the iron curtain. 
‘The brutal fact is that the partition of Europe is 
against nature and economically invalid. This is 
why on our side the curtain must remain always 
parted for the prodigal’s return. . 


The West’s Next Move 


Meanwhile we must leave the Russians to 
their own devices behind the curtain, for we 
have a desperate task to rebuild the pieces of 
Europe that remain in front of ‘All we got 
from Paris was Molotov’s moral sanction (sane- 
tion by our moral standards, not his) to try. 
‘There are plenty of hurdles ahead. When Eng- 
land, France and their western neighbors begin 
to take stock in response to Marshall's offer, the 
first hurdle they will come to will be Germany. 

Germany is still the nub of Western Europe's 
economic problems, Instead of pouring out the 
coal, steel, ferti and manufactures of which 
she is capable, Germany is just another minus 
sign. As an occupying power in Germany, the 

ill aso doube ba coed 19 ria woth Europe 
on ways and means of restoring German pro- 
duction. High time! Let us waste no more Mor- 
genthau frowns at this idea. Under French, Bel- 
gian, Dutch and British political supervision, 
western Germany can safely and sanely be in- 
tegrated into a general West European recovery. 

‘And even so this Western rump of old Europe 
and embryo of new Europe will depend heavily 
on imports from the U.S. When the committees 
have done their work and the net deficit is laid 
before us, it will be large. It may mean real im- 
pact and sacrifice here. Are we prepared? That 
will be the next great decision. Marshall has put 
the ball in Europe’s court; the sign that his 
play was a good one will come when Europe 
puts it back in ours. Let us be ready for it. This 
is a game of painful but peaceful reconstrue- 
tion and must go on for a long time.

SOUP 


Basic soup, ingredients of which appear below, can be quickly convert- 
ed ina few minutes into a dozen different soups. Icebox keeps it fresh, 


BASIC SOUP 
1 pound butter salt 
?6 eup flour pepper 
4 quarts chicken broth cayenne pepper 


Melt the butter in a pot or casserole big enough to accommodate all 
of the ingredients listed. Add the flour and stir into a smooth paste. 
Put in the broth (which may be canned) and seasonings, then stir 
as the mixture thickens gradually for about 15 minutes. The soup is 
now ready to be poured into jars and, when cool, should be stored in 
the refrigerator until ready to use. If you eat the basic soup as chick- 
en soup, add }4 cup of cream to each quart of the original soup before 
heating and serving. Additional variations are limited only by the 
cook’s imagination. Below are three sample variations of the basic 
soup. All of them make an entirely new soup in 15 minutes or less. 


MUSHROOM 
¥ To make mushroom soup, add one cup of finely 
chopped mushrooms and a minced onion to 2 
quarts of the soup, Simmer the entire mixture 
gently for about 10 minutes on a slow flame, 
at then stir in gradually a cup of cream. This 


soup should not be allowed to come to a boil. 


CLAM 


Combine with the 2 quarts of basic soup one 
can of minced clams (No. 2 can), a minced 
onion, 2 raw potatoes diced small, a pinch of 
thyme and a dash of cayenne. Let the mixture 
cook slowly until the potatoes get soft. Before 
serving add a cup of cream and some paprika. 


TOMATO 


Basic chicken soup blends well with tomatoes. 
To make a clear tomato soup, add to 2 quarts 
basic soup 2 cups of tomato purée or well- 
drained tomato pulp and simmer for 10 minutes. 
For cream of tomato add a cup of cream to 
this and serve with floating cream-cheese balls. 


SOUFFLE 


Cheese soufllé recipe applies to any other kind of soufflé, Substitute 
other flavorings for the !3 pound of cheese, mustard and onion salt. 


BASIC SOUFFLE (CHEESE) 
3 tablespoons butter 
3 tablespoons flour 
3 eggs (4 if small) 


14 pound packaged yellow cheese 
mustard, onion salt, salt 
134 cups milk 


Melt butter in the top of a double boiler, stir in flour and salt. Add 
milk slowly. Turn the flame down, put in chunks of cheese and stir. 
When the mixture is smooth, stir in the beaten egg yolks, Add mus- 
tard and onion. After letting this mixture cool for 20 minutes, com- 
bine it with stiffly beaten egg whites. Fold together slowly and carefully 
until the two become one mixture. Bake in a casserole until done, usu- 
ally about an hour, in an oven heated to 385°F, While baking the cas- 
serole must sit in a pie pan filled with water. Serve the soufllé as soon 
as possible after removing from the stove. This recipe is enough for 
four people. An expert claims it is as foolproof as any souffié could be. 


CHICKEN OR TURKEY 


Replace cheese with 2 cups of minced chick- 
en or turkey. Replace seasoning of basic soufllé 
with pepper, marjoram and !4 teaspoon of curry 
powder, Serve with sauce made by heating one 
can of cream of mushroom soup with pieces 
of browned bacon, parsley and mushrooms. 


FISH 
Use 2 cups of flaked, canned or cooked fish in- 
QE) stead of cheese. Add celery salt, pepper, fen- 


nel and 34 teaspoon chopped parsley. Squeeze

FRUIT 


Use only one cup milk in fruit soufflé, In 
— place of cheese, use 2 small jars of puréed 
baby-food fruit and season with 2 teaspoons of 
sugar, cinnamon, nutmeg and a pinch of salt. 
Serve with fresh, crushed strawberries. One or 
two teaspoons of brandy improves the flavor. 


Various aspics, made of meat, fish or vegetables, offer infinite opportu- 
nities for cool summer dishes full of protein, vitamins and minerals. 


BASIC ASPIC (VEGETABLE) 


3’cupscanned tomatoes _ 1 pack gelatinsoakedin water 
lonion, celery tops, parsley 1 cup chopped celery 
bay leaf, salt & pepper % cup shredded cabbage 


To make a basic aspic of mixed vegetables, simmer together very slow- 
ly for half an hour the tomatoes (canned or fresh), onion, bay leaf, 
parsley and celery tops. First sieve the juice and add it hot to gel- 
atin, which has already soaked thoroughly for half an hour in a half 
cup of cold water. Add salt and pepper to taste to the mixture. Allow 
the whole thing to cool completely, then add the cup of chopped cel- 
ery, one sprig of minced parsley and the shredded cabbage. Stir well. 
Pour the aspic into a lightly greased mold or pan; let it set in the re- 
frigerator for 4 hours to gel. To turn out of the mold, free the edges with 
asharp knife and dunk the mold for an instant in a pan of hot water. 


EGG & OLIVE 


Pour 44 inch of cooled basic mix (everything 
but cabbage and chopped celery) in the mold. 
Arrange slices of hard-boiled eggs and stuffed 
olives on top of this. When firm, add rest of 
mix, plus cup grated carrots, !4 cup chopped 
celery, 2 tablespoons of chopped green pepper. 


VEAL OR CHICKEN 


Use 2 small cans of chicken broth instead of 
tomatoes. Proceed with the regular basic recipe 
for vegetable aspic. When the mixture is cool, 
substitute one cup of minced chicken or veal 
for the vegetables. Add 34 cup of chopped cel- 
ery and stir in one teaspoon of minced parsley.

\ Shrimp aspic is as easy to make as are all the 
other variations. It is prepared exactly as the 
s veal or chicken aspic is made, except that 134 
= cups of chopped, cooked or canned shrimp are 
used instead of the meat. Like the recipes giv- 
en above, this one will yield six full portions.

Leafy greens and fresh fruit and vegetable salads are especially good 
in summer. Basic green salad is least fattening of these summer dishes. 


BASIC SALAD 


4% head Boston lettuce 6 sliced radishes 
44 bunch watercress 6 sliced black olives 
2 tomatoes (cut in wedges) shredded cabbage 


These ingredients should be combined, preferably in a wooden salad 
bowl, then tossed in a basic dressing. The dressing is made by combin- 
ing 2 teaspoons salt, one teaspoon dry mustard, 2 cloves garlic, }4 tea- 
spoon paprika, 16 tablespoons olive or vegetable oil, 10 tablespoons 
herb or red-wine vinegar and dash of tabasco sauce if desired. These 
should be put in a bottle in the order listed and stored in refrigera- 
tor for future use, since the basic dressing will go well with any kind 
of salad. Served with a platter of good cheeses, the basic green salad 
can be a satisfactory summer meal in itself. In smaller servings it is 
a good substitute for hot vegetables to balance a roast or steak dinner. 


POTATO 


‘Add to basic green salad one dozen hot, new, 
oiled potatoes, six slices of chopped crisp ba- 


con and a teaspoonful of minced parsley. If de- 
PY sired, green pepper cut in strips, minced onion 
or a few slices of unpeeled cucumber add extra 


flavor and eye appeal to the potato green salad. 


FRUIT 


Instead of the vegetables combine one peeled 
and sectioned orange, a handful of pitted black 
cherries, fresh apricot halves, some pineapple 
or any other fruits in season except berries. Use 
a whole head of Boston lettuce. Fruit salad can 
be eaten either for dessert or as the main dish. 


HAM & CHEESE 


Make the basic green salad as indicated above, 
then add to it a cup of mixed ham and cheese 
which have been cut into slivers about an inch 
long. Peel and slice half a cucumber. This sal- 
ad, sometimes called chef's salad, is a year- 
round favorite for luncheons or light suppers.

AT ASCOT 


Going without gray top hat 
simply not done, you know 
by NOEL F. BUSCH 


“The King and Queen, with The Princess Elizabeth, and ac- 
companied by Their Majesties’ Guests and the Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen in Attendance, honoured Ascot Races with Their pres- 
ence today.” 

This lively little item which appeared recently at the top of 
the London Times's “Court Circular” column prompted me to 
spend an afternoon at the Ascot Races also. The object of my 
excursion was, naturally, to.discover why Englishmen wear 
gray top hats. On this long-standing mystery—which, for stu- 
dents of primitive customs and tribal curiosities possesses end- 
less fascination—I am now able to shed a little light. 

In attending the races at Ascot, the first problem of course is 
how to penetrate the surrounding terrain. English roads often 
afford no more than the minimum width which will permit two 
cars to pass each other. They are, moreover, closely bordered 
by dense thickets and high banks or hedgerows which make the 
slightest bend in the road a hair-raising venture into the un- 
known. In spite of this English drivers, members of a sport- 
loving race, enjoy going “flat out” (full speed) around the 
hairpin turns inw h their roads abound. Somewhat to my sur- 
prise, our party arrived at Ascot without serious mishap. 


Once at Ascot, the question arose of where to sit. Here, the 
expedition was confronted by an ancient idiosynerasy which, 
since it has some bearing on the outcome of our quest, may be 
entered into at some length, The accommodations for specta- 
‘ot are divided into two categories. One of these is the 
Royal Enclosure” and it was here that we found the 
gray top hat most in evidence. Young bucks accoutered in this 
outlandish headdress were visible on all sides. To the student 
of tribal peculiarities, th ne was naturally a fetching one 
and our encounter with it marked the high point of the whole 
excursion. We perceived at once that we had come to the prop- 
er water hole. 

The Royal Enclosure is not, as its name may suggest to the 
uninitiated, a cage or pen of some sort in which the current So- 
cialist government has contrived to shut up the ruling monarch 
and his family. It is, on the contrary, merely the most desirable 
tion of the grounds at the Ascot Race Course. In point of 
closure is not only the best place from which 
but also the only one from which it is pos- 
sible to see the finish line at all. This circumstance seems to de- 
tract no whit from the pleasure of the other race-goers who. 
they cannot see the horses, are able to derive satisfaction from 
looking at the humans who can see them. The latter, in addi- 
tion to The King and Queen, The Princess Elizabeth, Their 
Guests, and the Ladies and Gentlemen in Attendance, include 
several thousand other folk who have been carefully selected 
from the rest of the population on grounds of upbringing, 
wealth, and impeccability of behavior. 

Applicants for seats in the Royal Enclosure must not only 
be peers, members of Parliament or otherwise distinguished by 
birth or ability. In addition, they must he prepared to pay £10 
or £12 in the local currency (the equivalent of about $50) 
for their tickets. Finally, the smallest deviation from accepted 
canons of conduct are sufficient to bar anyone from the Royal 
Enclosure for life. Divorced native personages of both sexes 
are automatically excluded as are those whose behavior in any 
detail fails to conform to the rigid conventions of the region.

Last year, two women were seen smoking in the Royal Enclo- 
sure. As a penalty for this breach of an ancient taboo, nei- 
ther was allowed to enter it this year, So seriously do the indig- 
enous habitues of the Enclosure prize admittance that, when 
excluded, they often find cause to leave the country during 
Ascot Week, so that their absence from the Enclosure may be 
attributed to the pressure of more urgent business elsewhere. 
All male denizens of the Royal Enclosure wear the gray top hats. 

Ascot spectators who are excluded from the Royal Enclo- 
sure are said to be in Tattersalls. Tattersalls in turn are not, as 
the name may suggest, ragged articles of apparel but a part of 
the grounds frequented by bookmakers or “‘spivs.”” The latter 
is a term which, in the curious patois or argot of the country, 
is applied to characters who live by their wits, i.e. the practice 
of “spivery.” 

Considerable interest attaches to the races themselves. The 
horses, quaintly enough, run around the track in a clock) 
instead of counter-clockwise direction. Presumably because 
is used so rarely, the track itself has become entirely covered 
over with grass. Shortly before the races started, several prim- 
itive vehicles of some sort, each drawn by four horses, were 
observed proceeding slowly up the steep hill toward the finish 
line, The passengers in these vehicles were the British Mon- 
archs and their party. The male members, we were interested 
to note, were again wearing gray top hats which they removed 
with graceful gestures in response to the plaudits of the throng. 

As to the question of the gray top hats, the theory that has 
been most frequently advanced for their appearance at English 
outdoor sporting events is based on economic determinism. Ac- 
cording to this theory, the English wear these hats to the races 
and to the “cricket grounds” at Lords because 1) they own the 
hats anyway and 2) it is not possible to wear them anywhere 
else. This theory is plausible but specious. It is specious for 
the simple reason that very often the very Englishmen who 
wear the top hats do not own them atall. Asa matter of somber 
fact, the gray top hats, in many if not most cases, are the prop- 
erty of a firm called Moss Bros. at No. 20 King Street, which 
rents them out for £2a day, along with the striped trousers, 
the cutaway coats and the Ascot ties which are supposed to go 
along with them. 


The existence of Moss Bros.—long a carefully guarded top 
secret of the British Foreign Office—may not explain the basic 
mystery of why Englishmen wear gray top hats but it at least 
helps to answer the question of how they are able to do so. 
Furthermore, it sheds considerable light on the national char- 
acter and lends substance to the theory that the British are 
guilty of perfidy in their international relations, upon which 
these hats have had considerable influence. No foreigner has 
ever before suspected that the gray top hats did not belong to 
their wearers; and any race which would practice a trickery of 
this sort on a mass scale will bear watching. When debating the 
Marshall Plan, Congress will do well to bear in mind that these 
hats must not be taken as security for any advances. It seems 
hardly necessary to add that the whole matter of Ascot affords 
an interesting contrast with the good old American custom of 
honoring the races in absentia, by the simple device of phon- 
ing the corner bookie and betting a ten spot across the board.

HOW RUSSIA 
RULES POLAN 


by ARTHUR BLISS LANE 


U.S. Ambassador to Poland 1944-1947 


HIS is an account of 

a diplomatic assign- 
Poland. I was appointed 
Ambassador to the Polish 
government in exile in Lon- 
don, of which Stanislaw 
Mikolajezyk was then pre- 
mier, in September 1944. 
In July 1945, after we had 
recognized the Lublin gov- 
ernment, I flew to Warsaw, 
where I lived for 20 months, 
In March 1947, after the travesty of “free and unfettered elections” held 
on the previous Jan. 19, I resigned so that I could talk and write publicly 
about the perpetration of an international fraud which has effectively con- 
demned the Polish people to loss of freedom and independence. 

The process of destroying Poland from within was well advanced before 
my arrival there, The Communist-controlled stooge government had been 
set up in Warsaw. Further, the core of the Polish resistance movement had 
been liquidated by the Russians only a month after the Yalta Conference 
when 15 leaders of the underground, all non-Communist, were tricked into 
an ambush near Warsaw by an invitation to a political meeting and then 
taken to Moscow for trial. The fate of some of them is still unknown to 
the outside world. From the Kremlin’s viewpoint its aims had been virtual- 
ly attained, All that was needed was to conduct elections under the guise of 
legality, thus giving final proof to the world of the holiness of the U.S.S.R.’s 
aims. 

I did not wish my appearance in Poland, as a representative of the U.S. 
—one of the Yalta guarantors of Polish independence—to be interpreted 
as whitewashing Soviet methods. On the other hand one avenue of con- 
structive diplomacy was still open to us: to let 
it be known to the Poles that the U.S. was 
ready to help them not only with economic 
relief but with sympathetic support; that we 
still stood for ideals of freedom and inde- 
pendence. 

In my last meeting with President Roose- 
velt before leaving for my assignment, I 
stressed the great importance of our insisting 
to the Soviet government that the independ- 
ence of Poland be maintained. I said that if 
we were not going to be strong in our attitude 
at a time when we had the largest Army, Navy 
and Air Forces in the world, and at a time 
when the President had just received another 
mandate from the American people, I did not 
know when we ever could be so strong. The 
President asked somewhat sharply, ‘Do you 
want me to go to war with Russia?” I replied 
that there was no such thought on my part. 
Tt was my feeling, I added, that if we took a 
strong line and did not deviate from it we 
would accomplish our objectives. I said that 
the Soviet view, however, of an independent 
Poland was quite different from ours. The 
President replied that he had entire confidence 
in Stalin’s word and felt sure he would not go 
back on it. I said I regretted that I could not 
agree with him, as Stalin’s previous actions

had in mind that, despite 
the existence of nonagres- 
sion pacts, Stalin bal at 
tacked Poland in September 
1939 and had annexed Es- 
tonia, Latvia and Lithuania 
in 1940, 

Our diplomatic party, in 
the three C-54s, landed at 
Okegie airport (7 miles from 
Warsaw) on July 31, 1945— 
the first American airplanes to land there in seven years. The field was knee- 
deep in grass and pitted with weed-filled holes. Our only welcome was wind 
and rain. In that wasteland there presently materialized a solitary human 
figure, an unkempt and taciturn soldier who had heard nothing of plans for 
receiving the American ambassador's party. (It later developed that the 
telegram announcing our arrival, dispatched five days before from Paris, 
had not reached Warsaw.) Almost an hour later Lieut. William Tonesk, 
who was to be assistant naval attaché and my interpreter at all important 
conferences, arrived in a jeep. He was followed by the minister for foreign 
affairs, the Soviet ambassador and the chief of protocol. The car of the For- 
eign Office, which bounced over the ruts of the airfield, turned out to be a 
former Berlin taxicab, the only means of conveyance available to the Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs. 

Thad last visited the city in 1937, when it was one of the most beautiful 
capitals in Europe. But best of all I remembered it from 1919, when as a 
very junior secretary I served in the first American legation. At that time 
the armistice with Germany had been signed; the Treaty of Versailles was 
about to be concluded; Poland had risen as a free nation from the period of 
subjugation that had followed the third parti- 
tion of Poland in 1795. The Warsaw of 1919 
had plenty of troubles: food was scarce; ac- 
commodations were difficult to obtain; there 
was a frontier crisis with Czechoslovakia and 
a latent threat from the Bolsheviks, culminat- 
ing in the attack on Warsaw itself in 1920, But 
one sensed in the Warsaw of 1919 a gaiety of 
the soul, an intoxicating sense of freedom 
after nearly 125 years of servitude. General 
Pilsudski was chief of state, the beloved Pade- 
rewski was prime minister, Whatever their 
limitations, they were Poles and masters in 
their own house. 

But this time as we drove from the airport 
to Warsaw, I sensed the chill of deep depres- 
sion. I looked in vain for a familiar square or 
building, until in the center of the city on 
Jerusalem Street I spotted two tottering tow- 
ers of twisted metal and recalled that this was 
once the luxurious railroad station. Warsaw 
had been burned, block by block and house 
by house, by the Nazis. If rubble is the meas- 
ure of a nation’s suffering, the rubble of War- 
saw speaks more eloquently than that of any 
other large city in Europe.

to my office to plead for American assistance in the form of clothes, 
food, trucks and machinery of all sorts and descriptions. Other 
kinds of people came also—timid, lonely, frightened people. They 
did not ask for food or money, although they had little or none. 
They desired protection from arrest or Uepoctation, some means of 
escape from Poland. 

The sham of present-day Poland is that the outward facades of 
constitutional and representative government are to the uninitiated 
observer intact. But behind this front the state is a collection of 
automatons who follow the bidding of Communist masters. The 
tragedy is that this sham takes place in a nation that is technically 
a victor in World War II. When I made my first official call on Mr. 
Vincent Rzymowski, the scholarly looking minister for foreign 
affairs, he murmured the usual amenities. But it was soon apparent 
that he was only nominally in charge of his own ministry. At his 
elbow at almost all times was the vice minister, a short, spare, erect 
figure; a keenly intelligent face, with bright, shifty eyes, one Zyg- 
munt Modzelewski. This man made the decisions. He is now the 
foreign minister.

RESIDENT Boleslaw Bierut, to whom I presented my creden- 

tials on Aug. 4, had his office on the second floor of the Belve- 
dere Palace, the former official residence of Marshal Pilsudski. The 
windows look out over the beautiful Lazienki Gardens, laid out two 
centuries ago. The haziness of a conspirator’s past obscures Bie- 
rut’s background. Of P he is reputed to have turned 
Communist at some point during World War I, become a Soviet 
citizen and to have been arrested by Pilsudski as a Russian agent. 
He later was released and went to Russia. He is now 55, has a small, 
Hitlerlike mustache, affects a deceptively polite manner and has a 
disconcerting habit of never looking one in the eye. In fact if he 
and the men around him show a single common trait, it is shifti- 
ness of the eye. 

Bierut’s Communist colleagues, like himself, were almost un- 
known in Poland: intriguers and conspirators, rather than states- 
men and administrators, cruel and cynical men, untrammeled by 
sentiments such as patriotism. None publicly opposed Nazi-Soviet 
spoliation of Poland in 1939. Many of these Polish officials were 
trained in Russia. Twice while I was in Bierut’s office the telephone 
rang. Both times he spoke extensively in Russian, an anomalous

people are able—Modzelewski for one, and Hilary Mine, minister of 
industry, the economic and financial boss, for another. At the Pots- 
dam Conference in July 1945, Minc favorably surprised U.S. repre- 
sentatives with the amount of economic information about Poland 
stored in his head. One could do business with Minc—unless the 
proposition ran counter to the Soviet line. 

None of thesemen appears to be thereal boss of Poland, however. 
In the innocuous post of Under Secretary of State of the Council of 
Ministers is a quiet, dignified man with a mobile, sensitive mouth, 
an elegant but forceful manner of speaking—Jakub Berman. His 
hands are delicate in shape and gesture. His appearance gives no 
indication of brutality or coarseness. At public functions he always 
slips into an inconspicuous position. He materialized, along with 
other Lublin men, out of the Soviet revolutionary machine. He is, 
Tam reasonably sure, one of the Kremlin’s prime agents in Poland, 
one of the men who gives the orders. How can one be sure? There 
is a fairly reliable test. If, in the course of seeking action upon a 
delicate matter, one is referred from official to official, sooner or 
later one comes finally upon a key person who knows how to get 
things done. That was how we found Berman. The puppets turned 
to him for instruction. We often turned to him for action. 

Beyond and apart from these men of Lublin stood a man of 
calmness and strength, stocky and massive, with blue eyes which 
look directly at one—the leader of the Polish Peasant party, Miko- 
lajezyk. In commending his fine qualities to me in November 1944, 
President Roosevelt said, “He is the most outstanding of all the 
foreign statesmen who have visited me.” Succeeding to the prime 
ministership of the government in exile on General Sikorski’s 
death in 1943, Mikolajezyk directed the underground home army. 
Then, after the formation of the provisional government of nation- 
al unity in June 1945, he returned to Poland as vice premier and 
minister of agriculture. 

“Why did you come back to Poland?” I asked him, “Tt was my 
duty to do so,” he answered. I recalled the fate of the 15 under- 
ground leaders. “Youarea brave man,” I said, “the bravest I know.”

ROM the moment the Lublin puppets descended on Poland, 

their energies were exerted principally on one big task—concoct- 
ing the sham elections. At Potsdam, Bierut had promised Mr. Bevin 
that general elections would be held in Poland early in 1946. Less 
specifically, the Polish ambassador in Washington, Dr. Oscar Lange, 
promised the State Department in April 1946 that the elections 
would be held “in 1946.” Partly on the strength of Dr. Lange’s 
promise, a credit of $90 million was made available to Poland by 
the U.S. government. But as time ran out on these two promises, a 
typical Soviet strategem became discernible. The method usually

employed in settling political differences between states is to 
negotiate, perhaps with difficulty, an agreement in principle. When 
such an agreement is reached the details can easily be worked out 
in harmony with the principles agreed upon. Playing upon the hu- 
man desire to accept as a diplomatic victory the token of a seem- 
ingly easy solution, the Soviet tactic is to agree at the outset upon 
general principles, thereby giving the impression that the most crit- 
ical phase has been amiably concluded; then step by step to frus- 
trate and hamstring their opponents on the details. 

These tactics worked for Stalin at Yalta, where President Roose- 
velt and Mr. Churchill were seemingly satisfied with his guarantee 
of “free and unfettered elections.” Similarly Bierut and hi: i 
ministers, in their preliminary dealings with me, were all warmth 
and cordiality. An American 
commercial airline into Poland? 
That should present no particular 
difficulty. American scholarships 
for young Polish scientists, doc- 
tors, engineers? An excellent 
idea, Compensation for national- 
ized American property? Yes, of 
course. Protection of American 
citizens arrested for political 
reasons? Of course. 

Weeks have become months 
and months have become years, 
and none of the understandings 
in principle has ever been con- 
summated in practice. Commis. 
sions have been set up to evalu. 
ate American-owned property 
and to determine whether or not 
claimants to American citizenship are Polish or American citizens. 
But as yet there has been no definite assurance as to method of 
compensations nor have we, with one exception, been able to visit 
claimants who are in jail. 

Since Bierut and his Russian masters had no intention of hold- 
ing elections until they were sure of the result which they required 
to remain in power, the game from the start was to procrastinate 
while they perfected the ideal instrument for putting down opposi- 
tion: penetration by the secret police into every city, village and 
farm. The preparations for the “free and unfettered elections” took 
nearly two years. It is all painfully familiar, so much like Hitler's 
plebiscites, even to the government’s overwhelming “majority” of 
more than 80% and to the swaggering bands of the Citizens’ Mili- 
tia Reserve Corps who, with their red and white arm bands, rifles 
slung over their shoulders and their methods of breaking up oppo- 
sition party meetings, revived memories of the Brown Shirts.

Trial run for the elections 


'N August 1945 President Bierut carefully explained to American 

representatives that the elections could not be held the follow- 
ing winter because of the deep snows which would make it im- 
possible to transport the voters in the countrysides to the polling 
places. Mr. Bierut was convincing and Polish records bore him 
out: seldom had elections been held in the winter. Then, in Novem- 
ber 1946, the government reversed itself and ordered elections to 
be held on Jan. 19, 1947, in the dead of the Polish winter, The 
important fact was that the secret police by then were well or- 
ganized. Moreover the government’s controlled machinery had 
been given a trial run in the national referendum of June 30, 1946 
and had fully met the Moscow specifications of victory, at all costs, 
for the Lublin government. 

The referendum itself had no direct relationship to the Yalta 
decision. So far as our immediate interest was concerned, it was 
important only because the procedure to be adopted in the refer- 
endum would give a line on the methods to be employed in the 
general elections. The government was not merely satisfied with 
its control over the referendum result through censorship of the 
radio and press, the beating and arrest of opposition leaders, and 
the voting of government employes en bloc. It also arranged for the 
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SURITY POLICE HEADQUARTERS were lighted through election night, 
he ballots were taken here and to other police headquarters to be “counted.”

President Truman, Secretary Byrnes and Senator Vanden- 
berg were pilloried as “fascists.” 

By 1946 the eastbound Russian convoys had come to an end. 
Fewer and fewer Russian uniforms were seen on the street and 
more and more Polish ones. The Red Army strength was reported- 
ly cut from 300,000 to 100,000 men. But the wags observed that 
the new Polish army was remarkably fluent in Russian. Moreover 
the Vice Minister of National Defense and many commanding offi- 
cers of the air force and the armored corps had been trained in the 
Red Army. There was no question of the Russian control of Polish 
armed forces. The Minister of Public Security himself, Stanislaw 
Radkiewicz, on one occasion admitted to me that his security 
police were being trained by 200 Soviet N.K.V.D. instructors. These 
secret police were heartlessly efficient in the pre-election period: 
murder, imprisonment, threatened loss of homes and jobs, torture 
(some men were made to stand three days knee-deep in icy water), 
censorship of the opposition press and radio and the outlawing of 
the Polish Peasant party in a quarter of the country. 

The elections were held on a bitterly cold Sunday. We sent ob- 
servers to all parts of Poland. To see for ourselves what was going 
on, my wife and I visited several polling booths on the outskirts of 
the city. Instead of listing the candidates on one ballot, each party

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or group of parties had its own ballot. The government ballot con- 
sisted of a square piece of paper marked with a large black “3.” 
Many of the voters, we observed, picked out No.3 ballotand, 

a show of disdaining the envelope provided for secrecy, consi 
it ostentatiously to the ballot box. But others—mostly nuns, priests, 
housewives and peasants—quietly claimed the envelopesand insert- 
ed secretly the ballot of their choice, despite the fact that govern- 
ment observers watched the polls and took notes of everything. 

Shortly afterward the results were announced: for the govern- 
ment, 87%. Out of 444 seats in parliament, Mikolajezyk’s majority 
party received 28%. Mikolajczyk’s exit from the government, 
although he retained his seat as a deputy in the Sejm, signified 
the practical extinction of the Polish democratic state. A few rem- 
nants of the resistance organizations still prowl the Polish forests 
and occasionally hold up automobiles and beat up Communists. 
Their very persistence has caused many observers to suspect that 
the government finds these guerrillas useful as an excuse for at- 
tacks, both physical and in the press, on imaginary Polish “reac- 
tionaries” or “fascists.” In any case these undisciplined bands 
cause the government little inconvenience. 

In fact there has been little inconvenience from any quarter. In 
the new “democratic” Poland an old and distinguished statesman 
rose to his feet in parliament and cried that the elections which 
brought the government to power were fraudulent. On the next 
day he rose again to protest that the official gazette in its account 
of his speech had expunged the essence of his criticism. On the 
third day he rose once more to complain bitterly that his second 
speech had been omitted enti ely. When later he complained 
about the inordinate budget for the Soviet-controlled armed forces 
in Poland the government deputies shouted him down as a fascist. 


Key ministries went to Communists 


ILLOWING the elections, Premier Osubka-Morawski was re- 
placed by a member of the same Socialist party, Josef Cyran- 
kiewiez, who had been the leading Socialist agitator for a united 
bloc between the Communist and Socialist parties. All of the key 
ministries went to Communists: Foreign Affairs, Industry, Public 
Security and Western Territories—which in effect put the Krem- 
lin in direct administration of the added German provinces. To 
convince the public that the government was no longer provision- 
al, a formal diplomatic reception was held in the president’s palace. 
For the first time the president and his closest associates appeared 
in cutaway coats and striped trousers as if through the fraudulent 
elections they had all suddenly come of age. 

Although Bierut’s administration made praiseworthy efforts to 
rebuild Warsaw and to restore the agricultural output of a devas- 
tated country, the machinations of the police state discouraged in- 
centive. There stands in the medieval city of Lublin an enormous 
prison with bleak, gray walls, where “enemies of the people” are 
lodged. Visiting day is once a week. On that day we have seen 
thousands of people, with tiny food parcels in their hands, lined up 
before the massive iron gates at 8 o'clock in the morning. So long 
were the lines that 10 hours later, when the gates clanged shut to 
remain closed for another week, hundreds who had waited in vain 
all day were forced to leave. 

The Soviet system of double surveillance extends into the For- 
eign Office, where it is reported that double sets of clerks decipher 
and encipher all messages as a safeguard against foiling Commun- 
ist policy. The puppets, however, have in addition their own secur- 
ity police—at least 118,000 by their own figures. It goes by the name 
of Urzad Bezpieczestwa. Like the Gestapo and the N.K.V.D. upon 
which it is modeled, the U.B. is a force against which no man has 
recourse. It is the dreaded footfall in the night; the terr 
knock on the door; the black abyss awaiting the individual—prison; 
concentration camps; firing squads; a repetition of the nightmare 
which Poles endured under Hitler. Director of the U.B. is the 
sleek, obsequious Public Security Minister, Stanislaw Radkiewicz. 
His headquarters in 1945 was in a dingy building on the outskirts 
of Warsaw on a short cross street, closed to traffic by wooden 
barriers and patrolled by soldiers armed with submachine guns. 
(It has since moved to a more impressive building.) On my first and 
only call on Mr, Radkiewicz I inquired whether any Americans were 
under arrest. Although we had conclusive evidence that 30 Amer- 
ican-born citizens were in prison at the time, I was assured that 
there were none. Radkiewicz never received me again. Whenever I 
called he was always out of town, in conference or indisposed. By 
last February the claimants to U.S. citizenship in his custody had, 
by our estimates, increased to 100. 

One case involved an Embassy employe, a Mrs. Dmochowska 
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from Chicago, born in the U.S. and hence in our eyes an American 
citizen. She had gone to Poland prior to World War II and re- 
mained in Warsaw throughout the Nazi occupation. On the reopen- 
ing of our Embassy she was employed as translator and was author- 
ized a passport by the Department of State. On the morning of Aug. 
23, 1946 she failed to come to work. The day passed without word 
from her. An officer of the Embassy, thinking she might be ill, 
went to her apartment. She was not there. The U.B. had taken 
her away during the night. 

In its good time the Polish government furnished the Embassy 
with its case against Mrs. Dmochowska: possession of a revolver, 
contrary to law; knowledge of a murder which had not been di- 
vulged to the authorities; assisting enemies of the government to 
escape from Poland. In November Mrs. Dmochowska was given a 
public trial in a Warsaw court. Under the Soviet type of prosecu- 
tion which appears able to induce defendants to confess whether 
guilty or not, she not only admitted all the accusations but went on 
to name others as having 
knowledge of forbidden activ- 
ities. She was sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment but 
later was released under the 
amnesty of March 1947, 

Toward the end of our stay 
in Poland I could feel an in- 
visible wall closing around 
the Embassy and our apart- 
ment. Our Polish friends 
stopped coming to the hotel. 
Word came tous thatit would 
be dangerous for them to be 
seen entering our apartment. 
Many of the hotel employes 
were U.B. spies. U.B, girl em. 
ployes watched the manual 
telephones in the hotel corri- 
dors on each floor and report- 
ed the conversations. The 
vants proved to be ignorant 
of the most elementary duti 
but seemed childishly inquisitive about callers and the contents of | 
wastebaskets. Our friends had reason to be apprehensive as was | 
proved by the unfortunate incident involving the British ambas- | 
sador, Mr, Victor Cavendish-Bentinck, and his friend, Count Gro- 
cholski. Their two families had known each other for 35 years and it 
was natural that theambassador, upon hisarrival in Warsaw, should 
seek out his friend. The U.B., taking a different view of the relation- 
ship, arrested Grocholski, accused him of supplying information 
to a foreign power and then, after a public trial in which he '‘con- 
fessed,” had him shot. 

In Poland as elsewhere the essence of Communist policy is to 
break up all nationalist elements so that a Communist minority 

overnment may be imposed. This explains the betrayal of the 
Warsaw nsurrection, the deportation of the 15 Polish leaders and 
the liquidation of the opposition parties from the government, The 
danger for the future is that the Russians are endeavoring to con- 
trol Polish youth. I fear that the Communists, through the inculca- 
tion of their doctrines in the schools, universities and in all gov- 
ernment-controlled establishments and industries in the country, 
will persuade the Polish youth that the brave stand of the resist- 
ance movement was folly. And a Communist-dominated govern- 
ment within Poland may well mean that future generations of Poles 
will be imbued with devotion to Communist principles, or lack 
of principles. 

There is no way for these young people to learn the truth except 
by word of mouth from their ates. No mention is ever made in 
the government-controlled press that eastern Poland, including the 
beloved cultural center of Lwéw, was forcibly separated from Po- 
land by the U.S.S.R.; nor is Stalin’s cooperation with Hitler in the 
1939 partition of Poland ever mentioned publicly. But let the 
U.S. Secretary of State suggest that the terms of the Potsdam de- 
cision be carried out with respect to the Polish western frontier 
(ie., referred to the peace conference for settlement), and the 
press will erupt with violent abuse of the “fascist” policy of a 
capitalistic government. 

Inder the pressure of Soviet power the Polish spirit is subdued 
and weary, but it is as inherently strong as any in Europe. The 
Polish people are homogenous in race, language and religion. 
Poland’s very topography makes for unity. These elements impel 
me to believe that Russia will have a hard time swallowing Poland.

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POLAND conrinueo 


The Polish spirit is well illustrated by the behavior of a bishop 
after the recent elections. He was asked by the government to 
offer a Mass celebrating the government's victory. His answer was, 
“J shall offer Mass on Sunday as I would on any other Sunday. If 
any of my communicants wish to give thanks for any event, it will 
be a matter for their own conscience. 

It is easy at this late date, when decisions involving strategy 
may still not be understandable to the layman, to criticize mis 
takes of U.S. policy of two or more years ago when a war was be- 
ing fought. But it is obvious today that the present plight of Po- 
land and other nations is due partly to our appeasement tactics at 
Teheran and Yalta. This policy encouraged the U.S.S.R. to proceed 
on its expansionist march through Poland, Hungary and the Bal- 
kans and may later tempt the Kremlin to drive through Western 
Europe and to the Atlantic. 

In the face of a deliberate Soviet policy of communizing Europe 
and of aping Hitler’s policy of world domination, by conquering 
nations.one by one, it is essential that we should maintain the 
closest contacts with all peoples who yearn for the independence 
which we have promised them. We should, therefore, continue 
diplomatic relations with all puppet governments even though their 
anti-American attitudes may be irritating and humiliating. By main- 
taining our mission in Warsaw, for example, we will present steady 
proof to 23 million Poles that a land of freedom friendly to Poland 
exists in the West. We will be encouraging the Poles, as well as the 
peoples of Europe who are also in political slavery, that there is 
hope in the future, however far distant it may be. This is the least 
we can do to atone for our tacit acquiescence at Yalta to the selling 
of Poland and Yugoslavia down the river. 

I have always felt that in matters of this sort, which may even. 
tually involve our own security, the greatest frankness is necessary. 
On March 1, 1946, long before the ions were held in Poland 
but at a time when the repressive measures of the Soviet-controlled 
security police were already evident, I wrote to a high official in 
the Department of State, partly as follows: 

. .. We should give publicity to what is going on in Poland and 
other nations in an analogous position. The solution of the Polish 
question boils down in the last analysis to a decision as to what 
our policy is going to be towards the Soviet Union. We may be 
criticized that by making known the unpleasant facts regarding 
Communist domination of the countries of Eastern Europe (and 
perhaps later of Western Europe) we are creating difficulties with 
the Soviet Union. I emphasize, however, that the American public 
has a right to know the truth; that unpreparedness nearly cost us 
the last war; that appeasement would be just as dangerous 
as it was at the time of Munich; and that we run far more risk of 
war if we ignore the dangers of aggression than by honestly facing 
the facts 

It is, therefore, the American people themselves who can exer- 
cise their great influence in the interest of peace. This influence 
can be effective if the people appreciate fully the crisis which faces 
them; if they will support their government and their representa- 
tives in Congress wholeheartedly in the maintenance of a strong 
policy for the protection of American rights and prestige, and if 
they will condemn any policy of appeasement or inertia which in 
the long run will spell d
